The ‘group of Catholics opposing 
the admission of Negro children 
to Catholic schools officially dis- 
banded last night at a meeting 
that ended in an uproar.

John P. Barrett, its chairman, 
in a state of emotional collapse, 
had been led from the meeting 
immediately after its abrupt con- 
clusion by a sheltering group of 
his committee members. 

Letter Read. 

The end of organized resistance 
to the ruling of Archbishop Jo- 
seph E. Ritter came after Barrett 
had read the reply of Archbishop 
Amiléto Cicognani, Apostolic Dele- 
gate to the United States, to the 
group’s letter protesting Arch- 
bishop Ritter’s decision. 

Archbishop Cicognani, in a let- 
ter to Barrett dated Sept. 29, 
stated: 

“After having read the letter of 
Sept. 20 which his Excellency, the 
Archbishop: of St. Louis, sent to 
the pastors of the St. Louis 
parishes and the statement on the 
school controversy issued in St. 
Louis Register of Sept. 26, I have 
to state that nothing could be 
added on the matter. 

“I am confident that everyone 
will readily comply with what hus 
been so clearly proposed by che 
ecclesiastical authorities of the 
archdiocese.”

VISHINSKY SAYS GREECE 


HAS LOST INDEPENDENCE 


‘Process of Placing Governmental Machinery 


Under Full Control of U.S. Has 
Been Completed.’ 


LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Oct. 6 
(AP) — Russian Deputy Foreign 
Minister Andrei T. Vishinsky 


charged today that the United 
States had completely destroyed 
the independence of Greece. 

In a slashing attack on the 
United States and Britain, Vish- 
insky blamed the two big western 
powers for the entire trouble in 
the Balkans. 

He demanded that the United 
Nations Assembly call for imme- 
diate withdrawal from Greece of 
all “foreign troops as well as all 
kinds of military and civil instruc- 
tors and so-called experts’’—in- 
cluding those administering the 
Truman aid program. j 

“There is nothing left of inde- 
pendence and sovereignty of 
Greece,” Vishinsky told the as- 
sembly’s 57-nation political com- 
mittee in Russia's main policy 


speech on the Balkan problem. 
The process of placing the 
Greek governmental machinery 


under full control of the United 
States has been completed,“ he 
said. 

He accused the United States of 
artificially creating a crisis in 
Greece to cover up its “expansion- 
ist’ aims and placed “all the guilt 
and responsibility” for unrest in 
Greece on the “reactionary” Greek 
government. 

Vishinsky ridiculed American 
statements that the Greek aid 
program was to help the economic 
reconstruction of Greece, He 
charged that only a small amount 
of United States aid would help 
the Greek people, while the bulk 
of it would go to the Greek army 
and to rehabilitation of Greek 
ports and airfields, 

“Thus we deal here in fact with 
the transformation of Greece into 
a military base of the U.S.A. and 
not with any rehabilitation of the 
Greek economy,” he said, “It can 
be put on record that except cer- 
tain amounts of American grain 
there is no assistance to Greece.”

Harris Finds Explaining Rent Bill 
To Property Owners Is Hot Job 


Alderman Alfred I. Harris ran 
into a hornet’s nest yesterday 
when he appeared before the Real 
Property Owners’ League to ex- 
plain his proposed ordinance mak- 
ing the eviction of tenants more 
difficult and re-establishing rent 
ceilings for hotels and rooming 
houses. 


“I realize I’m in enemy terri- 
tory,” Harris said, when he began 
his talk before the gathering of 
about 250 persons at the St. Louis 
House, 2345 Lafayette avenue, 


Almost three hours later he was 
still on his feet, answering a bar- 
rage of questions from persons 
who made it quite clear they did 
not care for the Democratic party 
(Harris is a Democrat) because of 
the OPA, and also from others 
who did not like Harris himself 
because of his bill. 

Once Harris was interrupted by 
a man who ran up the aisle, point- 
ing his finger at the speaker and 
shouting, “You louse!” Occasion- 
ally there was a cry of “Throw 
him out.“ 

Harris took the brunt of the 
landlords’ pent-up feelings against 


rent controls, principally under the 


OPA. In vain did he try to ex- 
plain he had nothing to do with 
the federal law. 

‘The alderman, getting in his 
answers between questions that 
sometimes turned into long har- 
angues, said hig proposed ordin- 
ance would be of help to land- 
lords who had legitimate ground 
for eviction. But most of his list- 
eners were dissatisfied. “We want 
less control, not more control,” 
they said. 

Harris got a nice hand for his 
efforts as he left the meeting, but 
shortly afterward the group passed 
a resolution to seek an injunction 
against passage of his bill. It 
also will seek to enjoin the Elec- 
tion Board from certifying signa- 
tures on the initiative petitions of 
the Progressive Citizens of Amer- 
ica, which reached its goal of 

000 over the weekend. 

The alderman put himself on 
the spot when he acknowledged 
that he, too, was a landlord. “If 
the speaker feels he is in enemy 
territory,” a woman said sweetly, 
“why not let him sign up right 
now with our organization?” Har- 
ris asked if there were any more 


questions. —

LIGHTS OFF EARLY 


City street lights will give illu- 
mination until 5:30 o’clock tomor- 
row morning, and will be turned 
off on a normal schedule there- 
after.

TRUMAN LAUGHED 
HEARTILT AT RED 
ATTACKS ON HIM

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6 — Presi- 
dent Truman, it was learned to- 
day, was not angered, annoyed, 
embittered or exasperated by the 
recent attack on him by Boris 
Gorbatov, the Russian writer who 
compared the chief executive to 
Adolf Hitler in an article in the 
Moscow Literary Gazette. (The 
entire article was published in last 
Thursday’s Post-Dispatch.) 

He thought the article was fun- 

ny. On reading about it at the 
White House, according to one aid 
who was with him at the time, the 
President. simply laughed— 
heartily. 
Furthermore, he was a bit non- 
plussed by the action of United 
States Ambassador Walter Bedell 
Smith in vigorously protesting the 
tone and content of the article— 
a protest that was summarily re- 
jected by Soviet Foreign Commis- 
sar V. M. Molotov. Truman was 
quoted as saying he thought the 
literary blast should have been 
totally ignored. 

Gorbatov described the Presi- 
dent as a tool of Wall Street and 
a man who “loves bow ties, wears 
his pants two inches shorter than 
ordinary, and who has no other 
external marks of distinction.”

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6 (AP)— 
Moscow’s announcement of a nine- 
nation Communist conference and 
its virtuai declaration of political 
war against the United States 
was described by American offi- 
Cilals as the most striking evidence 
of the continued working of an 
international Communist move- 
ment which the Russians have 
furnished since prewar years. 


The fact that such an announce- 
ment is now made is taken here 
as evidence of Moscow's determi- 
nation to wage an all-out cam- 
paign against the United States, 
its foreign icy and its leaders 
for control of western Europe and 
probably other strategic areas of 
the world. 


This is in line, in American of- 
ficial thinking, with the drive 
which the Soviets are now mak- 
ing in the United Nations meet- 
ing at New York. There the 
effort is to discredit the Truman 
doctrine, the Marshall European 
recovery plan, other major lines 
of American policy and some of 
the policy leaders, all as parts of 
a vast conspiracy to instigate war 
against Russia, 

The United Nations campaign, 
personally led by Soviet Deputy 
Foreign Minister Andrei Vishin- 
sky, has been backed up during 
the past two weeks by a propa- 
ganda offensive by the Moscow 
press ‘and radio, including attacks 
on President Truman and Secre- 
tary of State Marshall.

desk, Circuit Judge Waldo C. 
Mayfield remarked: “They aren't 
worth the paper they’re written 
on! Any bondsman can fill out 
one of those sheets, walk out of 
here and sell every piece of his 
property this afternoon.” 

A few bondsmen are acceptable 
to judges of all courts. Others 
who have had forfeitureg are not 
acceptable to some judges, even if 
they have deposited checks with 
the court clerk as evidence of in- 
tention to pay the judgment, if 
and when it becomes final. 

A bondsman considered “a good 
risk” by one judg is often con- 
sidered a very poor risk by an- 
other circuit judge presiding in a 
courtroom just across the hall in 
the Municipal Courts Building. 

Some bondsmen have had 80 
many judgments against them on 
forfeited bonds that they are no 
longer acceptable as sureties in 

any courts, but bonds they signed 
months or years ago are still 
pending. 

Busiest bondsman in St. Louis 
today is Harvey E. Morris, a 
barber, who lives at 5231 Vernon 
avenue. In the three criminal di- 
visions of the Circuit court, in the 
two divisions of the Court of 
Criminal Correction and in federal 
courts, he has outstanding bonds 
totaling about $185,000. He is also 
the most active bondsman in Po- 
lice Courts, where he is surety on 
a large number of $500 bonds, 
normally in effect for brief peri- 
ods. 

Merris owns real estate which 
he said he purchased for $47,- 
200, subject to a $7500 deed of. 
trust, The assessed valuation of 
the property is $45,620 and the 
net value, after deducting for 
the deed of trust, is $38,120. Thus 
he has signed bonds totaling five 

as much as the net as- 
sessed value of his real estate. 

Next most active bondsman is 
Joseph Webbe, 911 Chouteau av- 
enue. He has $72,600 in outstand- 
ing bonds. The net assessed 
value of his real estate is $17,- 
600. He said he bought it for 


$40,000. 

The other four principal bonds. 
men are Joe Cutter, Moe Kanner, 
Mert E. Ward and Patrick Cain. 
Cutter, 3858 Bamberger avenue, 
owns real estate assessed at only 
bonds totaling 
$65,700, more than 11 times the 
assessment. He said he bought 
the property for $9500. 

Kanner, 3330 Union boulevard, 
owns real estate assessed at $8450, 
for which he said he paid $18,000. 
His outstanding N total 857, 
300. 


paid 319,100, he said. 

Cain, 544 West Hurck street, 
specializes in signing bonds for 
lottery case defendants. His real 
estate is assessed at $8350 and he 
reported he paid $15,500 for it. He 
is surety for $33,500 in outstanding 
bonds, 

At least one circuit judge fol- 
lows the rule that a bondsman is 
acceptable only if his total of 
bonds outstanding is less than 
twice his net worth. Others ac- 
cept the statements of individual 
bondsmen that they are “worth 
over $100,000,” although their real 
estate holdings are only a frac- 
tion of that figure. 

Some judges and court officers 
argue that according to the law 
of probabilities, all the bonds 


forfeited. However, one bonds- 
man no longer acceptable in any 
court, who owns real estate as- 
sessed at $8760, has had four for- 
feitures totaling $11,000, still un- 
settled, and is co-surety on one 
forfeited bond of $8000,and an- 
other for $20,000. 


Moreover, some sureties have 
left St. Louis after the state 
obtained large judgments 
against them on _ forfeitures. 
Unsatisfied judgments, many of 
them against professional 
bondsmen, totaled $180,149, as of 
last Jan. 1. 


State law provides that bonds- 
men be worth at least the 
amourtt of the bond, over and 
above the amount of their debts 
and liabilities.” 

There have been various inter- 
pretations of the meaning of that 
statute. The survey by the Asso- 
ciation, for Criminal Justice held 
that bail bonds should be consid- 
ered part of a bondsman’s “debts 
and liabilities,” but pointed out

That wag taken by 
the generalissimo as a means of 
strengthening Russia's relation- 
ship with Britain and the United 


States, particularly the latter, 
whose co-operation and lend-lease 
help he needed in the fight againat 
the Nazis. 

At the State Department, in- 
formants have always contended 
that international Communism 
never actually ceased to exist and 
that in the last two years particu- 
larly, the fact of its existence has 
again become increasingly obvious 
as Communist parties in 
European countries always fol- 
lowed the bidding of Moscow. 

Yesterday's report of the Com- 
munist meeting is significant in 
this connection mainly because it 
puts on the record and without 
camouflage the extent as well as 
the purpose of Communist action. 
American officials said that there 
were international representatives 
at a Communist meeting in France 
a year ago, but that the meeting 
was essentially a national one, 
whereas the Warsaw gathering 
was specified as an international 
conference.

An example of direct Soviet 
Army interference was the arrest 
eaclier this year of the principal 
Hungarian opposition leader, Bela 
Kovacs, who has not been seen or 
heard of since. A hand-written 
confession of plans attributed to 
him to overthrow the Hungarian 
government has been circulated 
among various prominent officials 
in Budapest, 


but he has never 


been formally charged or brought 
trial. 


Another example occurred this 
summer when the Hungarian gov- 
ernment met to consider the ap- 
pointment of a Parliamentary 
group to investigate the alleged 
conspiracy of Ferenc Nagy, the 
Prime Minister who resigned while 
in Switzerland.

Most conspicuous, 
of course, is the heavy reparations 
which the Soviet Union is exact- 
ing from Finland, Hungary, Ro- 
mania. 

It was used, for instance, to help 
“persuade” Hungary and Romania 
to form joint companies with Rus- 
sia. In Hungary they were formed 
on a 50-50“ basis covering the ex- 
ploitation of the bauxite and alu- 
minum and petroleum industries, 
river shipping and aviatien as well 
as several banks and insurance 
companies. In Romania these 
companies were forined to exploit 
virtual monopolies. in Danubian 


shipping, aviation and lumber in- 


dystries, and to control future de- 
velopment of the oil industry. 

The Soviet contribution to these 
enterprises usually consisted of 
former German interests or cer 
tain local interests which were 
marked off to reparations. There 
was considerable grumbling in 
Hungarian economic circles that 
the Soviet contribution to these 
companies had been 4 overvalued 
and the Hungarian contribution 
undervalued. Zoltan Vas, the Com- 
munist head of Hungary’s High 
Economic Council, brushed aside 
the complaints, however, saying: 
“The original capital investment 
is not important; what matters is 
the ultimate profits and success 
of the companies.“ 


Local Armies Aided. 

The teams discovered that in 
Bulgaria, Romania and Poland, 
and to a lesser extent Yugoslavia, 
Russia is paying some attention 
to the local national armies. 

The local Communist parties 
have also given them political in- 
doctrination to make them loyal 
to Russia. In Bulgaria a drastic 
purge of the officers was carried 
out and 2500 out of 4500 officers 
were liquidated in one way or an- 
other. Of these, 1000 were sent to 
labor camps, 1200 were deprived of 
their political rights and returned 
to civil life. The othe? 300 van- 
ished. 

In Romania the 20,000 troops 
form two divisions which were or- 
ganized in the Soviet Union from 
among Romanian prisoners of 
war during the war. They were 
never eal as combat troops but 
came with the Red Army to aid 
in policing of the country. 

We found no evidence of stand- 
ardization of local weapons with 
Russian models. But this is ex- 
pected to develop later and Amer- 
ican military authorities will re- 
gard it as normal. War produc- 
tion in all the countries, except 
Yugoslavia and Poland, is meager. 

In Hungary and Romania, Fin- 
land and Czechoslovakia there 
was no evidence of Red Army of- 
ficers working with the local 
armies, In Bulgaria there were 
a few Russian training cadres. 
The Romanian Army uses Soviet 
training manuals and has adopted 
the Russian system of having edu- 
cational, cultural and propaganda 
commissars with various units. 

Greatest Help in Poland. 

Only the Polish army has been 
given considerable help by Russia. 
All of the Polish army’s artillery 
and most of its small arms and 
a few tanks have been supplied by 
the Red army. There are now be- 
tween 2000 and 3000 Soviet of fi- 
cers in the Polish army. They 
wear Polish uniforms but other- 
wise make no attempf to conceal 
their nationality.

Vandenberg for

NEW YORK, Oct. 6 (UP). 

ENATE PRESIDENT AR 
8 THUR H. VANDENBERG 
(Rep.), Michigan, believes 
there is a way to by-pass the So- 
viet Union’s veto in the Security 
Council and to get action without 
amending the United Nations 
Charter. 

In a letter, to Hamilton Fish 
Armstrong, editor of Foreign Af- 
fairs Quarterly, Vandenberg fes- 
pecially urged the “Rio formula 
—the recently ‘signed Treaty of 


| Rio de Janeiro under which the 


Western Hemisphere nations 
banded together within the U.N. 
for collective self-defense on a re- 
gional basis. 

His letter was prompted by an 
article written for the New York 
Times Magazine several weeks ago 
by Armstrong urging the formula- 
tion of such treaties by other like- 
minded nations under Article 51 
of the U.N. Charter which recog- 
nizes the right of nations to in- 
dividual and collective self-defense 
“in case an armed attack occurs.” 

Vandenberg described Arm- 
strong’s plan as “splendid,” “prac- 
tical in many aspects,” and the 
opening of “a most constructive 
line of discussion.” 

„Indeed,“ Vandenberg said, “we 
are already starting to move in 
the general direction you indicate.” 

Vandenberg then pointed out 
that Armstrong was proposing use 
of Article 51 outside the jurisdic- 
tion of the veto and added “we 
did spbstantially this thing in 
Rio.“ 

He denounced the veto principle 
as it has been used and said it 
never was intended at San Fran- 
cisco that it should become a tool 
to frustrate all efforts to lay a 
firm basis for world peace and 
security . .. neither was it in- 
tended that the veto should nullify 
the fundamental obligations of the 
United Nations and its individual 
members.” 

“I am sure,” Vandenberg said, 
“there is a method to make sub- 
stantial progress without attempt- 
ing the pre-ordained futility of 
Charter amendments. Tour ar- 
ticle—and Rio — and Marshall's 
speech—point the way.“

If Russia and 
the United States were not com- 
peting for Europe, then we'd not 
have to make such hectic haste. 
But we have no choice: the stars 
and stripes are in a flag-waving 
contest with hammer and sickle. 
The United States is heading 
into a high-cost-of-living crisis, 
If the free market doesn't settle 
down—and what reason is there 
to think it will?—prices will go 
up far faster than the pay en- 
velope. Some business men, espe- 
cially the smaller ones, will join’ 
with labor in demanding stabili- 
zation.. They won't be able to 
expand their credit fast enough 
to keep pace with price advances, 
And we may be forced to re-insti- 
tute wartime regulations, such as 
price ceilings arid rationing. The 
weakness of a democracy at a 
time like this is that it lacks the 
social machinery for equitably 
distributing self-denial.

The Bail Bond Mess 


The stench which St. Louis confronts today 
comes from the bail bond mess in the Circuit 
Court. It is a stench from a situation which is 
very old and very bad. : 

Going behind recent news stories, the Post- 
Dispatch today publishes an article showing just 
how bad this condition is. The facts make a 
mockery of the courts of law which house this 
bail bond offense to justice. 

St. Louis was a happy hunting ground for pro- 
fessional bondsmen at the time of the trail-blaz- 
ing Missouri Crime Survey of 1926. This city 
presents an even more scandalous situation now. 

In the long interval, nothing has been accom- 
plished to correct conditions. Meantime, the 
bondsmen have gone their highly profitable, 
often dishonest way, virtually without regulatioh. 


The evil is the more deeply intrenched for the 


passage of time. 

As today’s figures make clear, the professional 
bondsmen in St, Louis are bondsmen in name 
only. The six most active signers of bail bonds 
are now sureties on bonds totaling/ about a half- 
million dollars. The total net assessed value of 
their property is less than one-fifth the amount 
of the bonds they have outstanding. 

Not only could they not pay out if they were 


required to do so, but there is no way to make 


sure that they could be forced to pay to the ex- 
tent of their declared property. Under St. Louis’ 
haphazard bail bond system, a bondsman can 
sign a bond and then immediately dispose of the 
property on which his pledge is based. 

No wonder Circuit Judge Mayfield pointed to 
a stack of supposedly good bail bonds and then 
remarked to the Post-Dispatch: 

They aren’t worth the paper they are writ- 
ten on! Any bondsman can fill out one of 
those sheets, walk out of here and sell every 
piece of his property this afternoon. 

One of the worst aspects of the whole business 
is that some of our Circuit Judges will accept 
‘bail bonds signed by bondsmen whom other Cir- 
cuit Judges bar from their courts as financially 
unreliable and untrustworthy. This heightens 
the bail bond chaos and lowers the dignity of 
the Circuit bench. 

Every time a bondsman signs a bond he as- 
serts that he has no forfeitures outstanding. Yet 
time without number bondsmen who have not 
made good on forfeitures are allowed to sign still 
more bonds. Unsatisfied judgments, many of 
which were against professional bondsmen, ex- 
ceeded $180,000 last Jan. 1. 

Unsatisfied forfeitures mean that bondsmen 
are permitted to do a lucrative business in our 
courts without being required to fulfill their 
part of the contract. These unpaid forfeited 
bonds also mean that our criminal system is lax 
to the point of permitting persons in the cus- 
tody of the courts to escape from justice. The 
Missouri Crime Survey pointed out 21 years ago 
that many a person charged with crime went free 
because his bondsman failed to deliver him as 
pledged. 

The evils are today what they have been ‘all 
along—excessive fees, bonds required at various 
stages of prosecution so accused persons must 
have bonds signed several times in one case, 
meaningless lists of property, lack of a central 
agency to regulate the bondsman and his busi- 
ness—and lack of public interest. 

It is a disgrace that our bar and bench have 
not cleaned up this mess long ago. What the 
legal profession has not done, the people will 
have to do. After all, the courts belong to the 
people and, when the courts are milked and

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Old Masters for a New Day 
If there is a tract for the times in high art, 


it is spread out for the reading in the 40 classics - 


assembled to celebrate the fortieth anniversary 
of the City Art Museum. Already much has 
been said about the pictures in terms of mate- 
rialistic dollar-values. 

Those who tonight will see the collection— 
for which great thanks to the 30 co-operating 
galleries and to Museum Director Rathbone for 
bringing it together—will be aware of a deeper 
richness—a richness of tone, texture, luminosity 
and meaning. Truly, they will behold splendor. 

Holbein’s little portrait of Edward VI—the red- 
haired: boy, beplumed, on a blue medallion—is 
a masterwork of meticulous painting. So are 
the canvases by Bellini, Titian, Tintoretto, Rem- 
brandt and that roisterer with the agile brush, 
Franz Hals. These great studio painters cre- 
ated harmonies of light, shade and composition 
unlike anything modern. 

Even when Constable took his easel outdoors 
to paint a brilliant sky, he did not speak in the 
idiom of contemporary colorigts. .That is sug- 
gested, however, in the passionate asymmetries 
of El Greco.

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The President Takes a Hand 


President Truman has taken hearteningly con- 
structive action in the food shortage. At the 
least, his program is better than the program of 
slogans which Chairman Luckman, of the Presi- 
dent’s Citizens’ Food Committee, announced last 
week. 

The President’s request for Americans to go 
without meat on Tuesdays, to use no poultry or 
eggs on Thursdays, and to save a slicè of bread 
every diy, can be expected to produce tangible 
results, for similar devices did so in the First 
World War. So will the request for public eat- 
ing places to serve bread and butter only on re- 
quest. 


These measures may not accomplish as much. 


of the required total as they did in the First 
World War, for total consumption now is very 
much greater. . But they are a movement in the 
direction of increasing the food supply to hungry 
Europe and relieving the inflationary pressure of 
greater demand on lesser supply here at home. 
In no other respect did President Truman act 
with more decisiveness, or deserve more com- 
mendation, than in the part of his program deal- 
ing with the grain exchanges. The exchanges 
have kept margins at 16 per cent for wheat and 
17 per cent for corn. This despite the fact Sen- 
ator Flanders, Chester Bowles and others have 
called for 100 per cent margins to curb infla- 
tionary speculation and the Commodity Exchange 
Authority requested a 33 1-3 per cent margin re- 


‘quirement. * 


The Presi@ent, declaring that the cost of liv- 
ing in this country must not be a football to be 
kicked about by gamblers in grain,” announced 
that he had instructed the CEA to demand a 
margin of at least 33 1-3 per cent and that if 
the exchanges refused the Government may find 


it necessary to limit the amount of trading.” He 


acted with equal firmness in requesting a 60-day 
shutdown in distilling. . 

This is blunt talk, and evidently blunt talk is 
the only kind the grain exchanges find persuasive 
nowadays. Mr. Truman has made a forthright 
and courageous beginning on the problems of 
food scarcity and food price inflation. Every 
American should give the program whole-heart- 
ed support. 


A new Comintern has been set up by Moscow 
to fight the Marshall plan and United States 
imperialism.” It was formed “somewhere in 
Poland” last month, when Communist leaders 
from nine countries met to appraise the world 
situation, and ordered an “information bureau” 
set up in Yugoslavia to co-ordinate activities. 

Perhaps the most interesting thing about this 
maneuver is that France and Italy are included 
among the nine countries Moscow is trying to 
form into a bloc.

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Too Much eal 


The wreck of the Frisco-Katy’s crack passen- 
ger train “Blue Bonnet” near Springfield yes- 
terday was the third accident on American rail- 
roads this year attributed to speeding. The New 
York Central’s “St. Louis Special” went off the 
rails at Shiloh, O. June 26 and killed six persons 
because, officials said, it was going about 50 
miles. an hour when it was instructed to stay 
under 20. The Pennsylvania Railroad’s “Red Ar- 
row“ killed 24 persons Feb. 18 near Altoona, 
Pa. when it sped at more than 65 miles an hour 
round a downgrade curve on which the speed 
limit was 35 miles an hour. Three such wrecks 
occurred in 1944. 

We submit that wrecks due to fast and reck- 
less driving on the railroads are inexcusable, yet 
they continue to occur with appalling regularity. 
And what is done about it? A little wrist-tap- 
ping by the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

The “Blue Bonnet,” about an hour late, wrecked 
because it was racing at 68 miles an hour round 
a curve where the speed limit was 30 miles an 
hour. The fireman was killed and the engineer 


eritically injured. 


Why shouldn’t the engineer, if he recovers, and 
the conductor, who is the master of the train, be 
prosecuted for manslaughter or on any other 
legal charge that promises to stick? 

Why shouldn’t an investigation determine 
whether any pressure was being put on the en- 
gineer from his superiors to make up the lost 
time—whether there was in general a demand for 
trains to run on time which prodded engineers 
into taking chances with the lives of théir crews 
and passengers? And if there were, why shouldn’t 
the responsible persons be prosecuted too? 

Speeding on the railroads is no light matter 
calling for half-hearted correctives. It is killing 
and maiming people. The need is for tough and 
determined counter-measures.

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Dr. Kaufmann’s Experiment 


The economy firings of city employes are ex- 
perimental.”

Historically speaking, the course of Unit- 
ed States tariff policy may be compared to 
the progress of a monkey swinging through 
the jungle on trees and vines. Each swing 
has been determined not by consideration 
of the world’s advantage, or even (except 
in the very beginning) by consideration of 
the nation’s advantage. The determinant 
usually has been special interest, and oc- 
casionally nationalistic fear. 


We have just passed the twenty-fifth an- 
niversary of a particularly jungle-like 
swing, enactment of the Fordney-McCum- 
ber Tariff Act in President Harding’s Ad- 
ministration. It was the mark of our giddy 
retreat into economic isolation after World 
War I. Like the Smoot-Hawley Tariff Act 
which President Hoover signed in 1930, it 
was a contribution to the forces which gen- 
erated World War II. For it was an at- 
tempt to transplant the United States out 
of the world and into a fenced-in little 
universe of our own. 

For years we have proclaimed our dedica- 
tion to a policy for freer world trade, And 
for years interests opposed to more liberal 
commercial policy have twisted our tariff 
laws into dangerous weapons. Just now 
we are committed ‘to the International 
Trade Organization. It is worth re-exam- 
ining some of our past mistakes. 


Panic After World War I 


There is a decided difference in the state 
of world trade today and in the correspond- 
ing period after World War I. The area of 
devastation was vastly smaller then. Eu- 
rope was in a fair way to resume produc- 
tion, industrially and agriculturally. And 
the United States grew suddenly panicky 
lest competition from across the oceans 
might intrude upon our precious domestic 
economy. If there was any realization of 
the interdependence of United States and 
world economies, protected producers in the 
United States were able to submerge it. 
And the Fordney-McCumber Act provided 
amiably that the President might apply 


duties on imports sufficient to make them 
cost as much as similar goods produced in 
the United States. The Smoot-Hawley Act 
further increased the general tariff level 
about 20 per cent. 


This time the United States is left al- 
most the sole major producer among the 
free enterprise countries. We have set up 
stop-gap devices to prevent world trade 
from vanishing completely. We have made 
loans and grants, and are considering the 
Marshall plan for long-term European re- 
covery. But the Marshall plan itself is a 
stopgap. Unless we may look with con- 
fidence toward eventual restoration of 
sound economies in Western Europe, we 
may as well forget the Marshall plan at 
once. And the only possibility of such 
economic soundness is an exchange of 
goods with the United States to establish 
dollar credits to pay for our assistance, 
and to buy our goods. 


As Subsidies Are Used Today 


This is our stake in the International 
Trade Organization. And it is a great one. 
On it hinges the real long-term recovery of 
Europe, and our continued economic secur- 
ity. We have come at last to face the 
question of Why we should maintain arti- 
ficially certain lines of production in the 
United States if they can be maintained 
more cheaply and efficiently elsewhere. We 
have come to consider the use of subsidies 
to certain production functions, if security 
demands their protection, rather than the 
mere exclusion of their competition. 


The plain truth is we cannot maintain 


our maximum general production levels, or 


full employment, or high standard of living, 
without international trade. And we cannot 
maintain international trade if we persist 
in returning to a high tariff policy. The 
reciprocal trade agreements which began in 
the 1930s were more than a gesture toward 
free world trade. But now we need more 
than then, more than ever, to relate our 
general interest to the interest of the world.

That is what a diplomat means 
by the settlement of a conflict 
among rival powers. He does not 
mean that they will cease to be 
rivals. He does not mean that 
they will all be converted to think- 
ing and wanting the same things. 
He means that, whatever they 
think, whatever they want, what- 
ever their ideological purposes, 
the balance of power is such that 
they cannot afford to commit ag- 
gression. 


Military Strait-Jackets. 


In our conflict with Russia a 
policy of settlement—as I have 
sought to show—would aim to re- 
dress the balance of power, which 
is abnormal and dangerous, be 
cause the Red Army has met the 
British and American armies in 
the heart of Europe.

But 
only since the Red Army reached 
the Elbe river have the rulers of 
Russia been able to realize the

Red Army’s Influence. 


A genuine policy would, there- 
fore, have as its paramount ob- 
jective a settlement which brought 
about the evacuation of Europe. 
That is the settlement which will 
settle the issue which has arisen 
out of the war. The ‘Communists 
will continue to be Communists. 
The Russians will continue to be 
Russians. 

But if the Red Army is in Rus- 
sia, and not on the Elbe, the 
power of the Russian Communists 
and the power of the Russian im- 
perialists to realize their ambi- 
tions will have been reduced de- 
cisively. 

Until a settlement which results 
in withdrawal is reached, the Ked 
Army at the center of Europe will 
control rn Europe and will 
threaten Western Europe. In 
these circumstances, American 
power must be available, not to 
“contain” the Russians at scat- 
téred points, but to hold the 
whole Russian military machine 
in check, and to exert 4 mounting 
pressure in support of a diplo- 
matic policy which has as its con- 
crete objective a settlement that 
means withdrawal.

NEW TORK, Oct. 6—The third 
consecutive world series to go the 
seven-game limit set a new all- 
time record for total attendance 
and receipts as 71,548 persons paid 
$319,778.09 to watch the Yankees 
and Dodgers in the deciding con- 
test. 

Today’s near-capacity crowd in 
spacious Yankee Stadium boosted 
the seven-game attendance to 
389,763 and the net receipts, in- 
cluding radio and television fees, 
over $2,000,000 for the first time.

! Who Didn’t Get In? 
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Duck Season to 
Open Tomorrow 


In 13 States 


MINNEAPOLIS, Oct. 6 (AP)— 
The nation’s abbreviated 1947 mi- 
gratory waterfowl hunting season 


will open in 13 states with the 
noon whistle Tuesday and though 
not expected to solve the hunter’s 
high-priced meat problem, at least 
it will answer the hurning ques- 
tion: 

“Are there any ducks?” 

Trimmed from last year’s 45 
days, the 1947 season lengths and 
closing dates vary. 

Michigan, Wisconsin and Minne- 
sota launch a straight 30-day sea- 
son Tuesday, closing Nov. 5; North 
and South Dakota each with 35- 
day hunting periods extend their 
gunning to Nov. 10. 

Arizona, New Mexico and Okla- 
homa, each ‘with split seasons, 
start firing at noon Tuesday and 
continue until an hour before sun- 
down Oct. 20. Then they finish 
their seasons Dec, 23 to Jan, 5, 
inclusive. 

Colorado, Idaho and Wyoming, 
also with split seasons, have Oct. 
7-20 and Dec. 2-15 periods, while 
Maine and New Hampshire have 
their divided seasons Oct. 7-18 and 
Dec. 2-13. 

Sharply reduced bags on ducks 
are the same in all states, with 
legal limits set at four ducks per 
day and eight in possession. Last 
year, hunters were allowed 7 and 
14, and in 1945, 10 a day and 20 
in possession. 

If it’s geese you're after, take 
along a bird book, binoculars,. a 
map, copy of the federal regula- 
tions. The daily bag and posses- 
sion limit on the honkers is. four 
everywhere. It’s legal to shoot 
them, but the bagging of certain 
species in certain areas makes for 
complicated recitation. 

It’s illegal to kill a Ross goose 
anywhere, brant and snow geese 
some places, and you can’t have 
too many white-fronted geese, or 
Hutchins or cackling geese. 

With shehs pushing the two- 


high priced, few hunters wal be 
out to beat the butcher bill, de- 
spite skyrocketing beef steak 
prices. 

From Winnipeg comes the re- 
port that ducks are more plentiful 
than last year in regions around 
and north of the Pas, Manitoba, 
famous brood grounds. Manitoba 
observers anticipate a great blue 
bill flight. Many American hunters 
headquartering around Winnipeg 
report good shooting. 

The delta marsh near Portage 
La Prairie, popular hunting spot 
for Americans, will not be opened 
to hunting this year until Oct. 10. 
Hunters in Manitoba are allowed 
seven ducks daily and 14 in pos- 
session, but American hunters can- 
not bring more than the United 


States limit back home,

In spite of the help which the 
Russians have given, reliable ex- 
perts told Russell Hill and Wil- 
liam Attwood that the Soviet high 
command does not regard the Pol- 
ish army as useful as a fighting 
ally in a war. They know most 
Poles have a historic distrust for 
Russia. The only local army the 
Russians count on perhaps is Mar- 
shal Tito’s in Yugoslavia. The 
other armies probably would be 
useful as occupation or police 
troops but that is all. 

The Yugoslav Army is unques- 
tionably the biggest, best equipped 
and best trained non-Russian 
army in Europe today. Although 
its equipment is mainly a mixture 
of German, Italian, American, 
British and Russian weapons, 
Yugoslavia war industry is devel- 
oping and the army is being im- 
proved all the time. In the Yugo- 
slav budget more than $62,000,000, 
or 23 per cent of the total, is 
earmarked for “national defense.” 

Thus it will be seen that the 
Soviet Army’s influence in direct 
support of local Communist par- 
ties may prove to have been its 
most important role in postwar 
Europe, Tomorrow's article will 
analyze the way in which these 
Communist parties, acting under 
the Soviet Army's umbrella, have 
seized their new political power.

HEN the Veiled Prep

through the City's streets tomor- 
row night, the. most thrilled on- 
looker, more excited than, the 
smallest of small fry seeing the 
spectacle for the first time, will 
be Miss Myra Simms. Miss Simms, 
who is in charge of the children’s 
room 1 Branch of the St. 
Louis blic Library has seen the 
parade many times, in actuality, 
and in anticipation and in retro- 
spect with her youthful public, 
This year, however, she feels she 
has far more of a personal than 
a professional stake in the annual 
event because the theme, “Days of 
the Year” was her suggestion. 


“I think I’ve kept my secret 
as well as the Veiled Prophet 
keeps his,” Miss Simms smiled 
happily, on the day the first post- 
ers went up, and she admitted to 
her young readers that she'd sug- 


het pa- 


‘gested the theme, “I did tell some 
of my friends that I'd made a sug- 


gestion to the parade committee 
but I wouldn’t tell them what it 
was. Of course, as soon as the 
theme was announced, everyone 
called to ask, ‘Was that your 
theme? 


Besides bringing her pleasure, 
Miss Simms expects this recogni- 


tion will probably add to her pres- 


tige among the children, since the 
Veiled Prophet season is a big 
time around the children’s rooms 
of St. Louis libraries. Some schools 
have pupils write essays and 
themes on subjects related to the 
parade or have classroom discus- 
sions and there is always a de- 
mand for books to help.

“All holidays aren’t important to 
children,” she said, “so it’s really 
ended up being special days. 
Birthdays and graduation days, for 
example, are as important in a 
child’s life as the big holidays. 
They used all the suggestions I 
made except that added Dancing 
School Days, Which should make 
a lovely float, and they divided 
my Vacation Days into Camping 
Days and Fishing Days. The floats 
will be arranged in chronological 
order, starting with New Year’s 
Day, going through Valentine Day, 
Easter, and so on until Christ- 
mas.”

The ‘children’s room on the 
ground floor of Central is a story- 
book mecca for Negro children 
during the week and for white and 
Negro children in large numbers 
each Saturday, but it is not ex- 
clusively a children’s department, 
as parents, teachers, and college 
students also work at the minia- 
ture-sized tables and chairs. 


“We have a copy of every. book 
approved for children’s depart- 
ments in this collection, “Miss 
Simms pointed out, “so adults do a 
lot of work here. Also it might 
surprise you to know that among 
our best patrons are advertising 
men. Many campaigns have been 
worked out with the help of our 
children’s books. They use them 
especially to check details, in his- 


tory and geography books, and to 
get ideas on illustrations from the 
picture books.” 

Some of the books which chil- 
dren can use this year for the 
school research on the Veiled 
Prophet parade theme are listed 
on the first poster with which 
Miss Simms began her yearly pa- 
rade exhibit. “Golden Almanac,” 
“Red Letter Days,” “Book of Holi- 
days,” “Heydgy of Holidays,” 
“Holiday Story Sampler” are 
among the holiday books, 

“But those are just a few,” Miss 
Simms emphasized. “We have 
thousands of them on the subject.” 

A self-admitted “parade fan” for 
years, Miss Simms has missed very 
few of the Prophet’s visits, and 
until this year thought the best 
themes had been the Circus theme 
of a few years ago and the Trans- 
portation theme of last year. 

“IT think this year’s parade will 
be one of the prettiest they’ve 
ever had,” she said, “but I also 
think it’s gone to my head.

man Taber has seen no underfed 

people in “Rome, Trieste, Vien- 
na, Istanbul, ‘Ankara and Berlin.” 
I am afraid Congressman Taber is 
one of those people who go to the 
right places to see the things they 
want to see—and when anything 
which they prefer not to see turns 
up, they just don’t see it. There 
are too many people who have 
covered the places he mentioned 
and come back with heavy hearts, 
having seen and understood the 
misery of human beings, for us to 
do more than smile when we read 
Congressman Taber’s remarks. 

I heard of a young woman who 
spent the summer with some rich 
relatives in southern France, She 
had everything that she wanted 
and she saw no hardship of any 
kind, either.

Today the ject chosen 
for our program was freedom of 
information.: The Philippines in- 
troduced the resolution in the 
U.N. which led to the Assembly's 
authorizing of an international 
meeting on this subject, which 
will take place in March of next 
year, E.

Y husband and I have been married three years and are 
very happy together. But his family exasperates me 
almost to death.

Each Child 
Has His Own 


Experiences 
By Angelo Patri 


HE BOOKS I read say that 
T a six-year-old child should 

like going to school, that he 
likes to work with other children, 
and I thought that I would have 
a little relief from my son's con- 
stant gnawing at me. He is into 
everything from morning to night 
when he is at home. 

“When he was six I took him 
to school, and he didn’t seem very 
about it. I thought he 
would soon get used to it and like 
it, as the books say he should. 
He does not want to go to school, 
he does not want to play nicely 
with other children, he wants to 
stay under my feet all the time. 
Now what?” 


The books are right. They are 
telling about the great group of 
children, but they always point 
out somewhere along in their 
story that all children are not 
alike. They are born as indivi- 
duals, each with his peculiar gifts 
and tendencies, each has his own 
home, and that home has its ef- 
fect on him. Each family offers 
its own set of temperaments, its 
own routines, that act on the 
child. The experiences of life af- 
fect children individually 30 
that there are occasional odd ones 
who need special treatment and 
a special school program to en- 
able them to adjust themselves 
to the new and untried ways of 
school life. 


* * * 


It is not possible to take a child 
who has been accustomed to be- 
ing under his mother’s feet all 
day—that is, used to holding her 
attention, to making her his com- 
panion and playmate — for six 
years and then, on his birthday, 
place him in a new environment 
from which she is completely ab- 
sent and expert him to fit in at 
once. That cannot be done. 


As a child grows from year to 


year he indicates certain charac- 
teristics peculiar to himself. The 
books may not mention them but 
his mother sees them and, know- 
ing that soon this child must ad- 
just himself to other ways, starts 
then and these to train him to 
meet those situations.

Before parents enter a child in 
school he should be made familiar 
with the 3 the teachers, 
the routine of the school. He 
should de taken to visit at holiday 
exercises, introduced to the teach- 
er who one day is likely to have 
him in her class.

green pepper (optional).
